While we might have some new 
laws that would aid in reform, there 
are laws upon the Kentucky statute 
books at present the enforcement of 
which will keep all our workers busy 
for a time at least. 

The trouble is not that we have no 
Hood laws, but that the laws wehave 
are not enforced, and that we ar enot 
electing to office the class of men who 
will see that the laws we have are 
enforced. Take the Kentucky stat ute 
and look over the laws relating to 
the saloon, to gambling, to Sunday 
desecration, etc., you will be sur- 
prised at the many good laws on 
these subjects, and yet you never 
hear of them in our courts. Why? 
Simply because the citizens do not 
demand their enforcement. This 
they can do, first by putting men in 
office upon whom the public can de- 
pend; second by seeing themselves 
that evidence of wrong-doing is car 
ried to the light place. 

Whose business is it to hr'ng to the 
proper judge or jury the eviden< e 
mentioned above? \ou cannot de- 
pend on the officers of the Circuit, 
County and Magisterial courts. They 
say they are officers simply to carry j 
out the orders of the courts and not 
to bring guilty parties to Justice. 
They say this because they shirk 
their duty, for many statutes point 
plainly to those court officers as the 
proper parties to see to their enforce- 
ment and to bring to justice those 
who transgress. Look up, for ex- 
ample, the statute on swearing. Of 
course they would scour the State 
for a negro thief (if a reward was 
offered) and pass by open saloons 
every Lord's day. 

If we cannot depend upon the 
court officers, we must place the bur- 
den upon the citizen, so that it is 
your business to bring to justice any 
parties of whose guilt you are certain. 

I call your attention to a few laws 
that mav be transgressed every week 
In your community. If so, it is your 
duty, as a citizen, to see that the>y are 
properly enforced: 

Sec. 1303. Liquors shall not he sold 
on Sundav. Saloons shall not even 
be open lor business. Penalty from 
$10to*50. 

This law has been satisfactorily 
tested by the writer In the County 
and Circuit Courts of Campbell 
county. 

Sec. 1304. Liquors shall not lie sold 
without a license. Penalty from #20 
to #100. 

This statute has been tested in 
many courts and places the respon- 
sibility upon the citizens in "elry" 
precincts, districts and counties in 
abolishing '•blind timers." 

Sec. UW6. Liquors shall not be 
bought or sold within one mile of 
p]«l«« of public worship during di- 
vine service, except when authorized 
by law. Penalty $10. 

Sec. 1806. Liquors shall not be sold 
or given to minors without written 
order by 
alty #50. 

This statute is very generally 
violated. 

Sec. 1307. Liquors shall not be sold 
or given to inebiiates. Penalty #o0 
and liable to family for damages 
when notice has bee n given. 

These are but a few of many laws 
violateti every week. They can and 
should be e nforced in every locality 
where there is one citizen with back- 
lione sufficient to fight the battle. 

The next number of the Endeavor 
will contain mention of other statute's 
disregarded generally. Meanwhile 1 
pray you take heed of these things.

Ins no more to do 
with cold than with jungle lever. 

Consumption, which we learned, 
from a former lecture, caused more 
than half the deaths in the State, is 
due, not to cold or colds, but to the 
want of cold, or at least pure nir. 

In support of Dr. Fly's position on 
this point, we may remind our read- 
ers that the (Norwegians and Ice- 
landers are comparatively free from 
tubercular diseases, while in Hene- 
gambia they are practically un- 
known, though a year spent by the; 
natives in theslave pens or on slave | 
ships often develop cases of the! 
most virulent consumption. 

In I8A8, aftct an epidemic of small- 
pox, Langenbeek wrote "I have cut I 

up more human bodies than the old J 
man of the mountains with all his' 
accomplices, but, though the mystery j 
of small-pox eluded my search, my 
labors have not been in vain, since I 
they have revealed to me the origin 
of consumption. I am sure now, 
what I suspected long ago, pulmo- 
DOry diseases are nearly exclusively 
Caused by breathing foul air." 

"There is a cure for consumption" | 
Dio Lewis affirms. "Even in its ad- 1

Origin of Our Counties. 

While Kentucky was admitted in- 
to the Union scarcely a hundred 
years aK<», many Kentuckiaim of 
to-day are not familiar with the 
origin of the MOMS "I" their counties, 
and the subjoined statistics may not 
be without interest. 

Adair county was carved out of 
GreM in 1801. It was named for 

Gov. John Adair, who commanded 
the troops at New Orleans, and whose 
famous controversy with Gen. Jack- 
son over the imputation cast by the 
latter on the conduct of the Kentucky 
troops in that battle, is still remem- 
bered by all older Kentuckians. 

Allen county was formed from the 
counties of Warren and Harren in 
1810, was named in honor of Col. 
Allen, of Shelby, who met a soldier's 
death in the fatal battle of the river 
Raisin. 

Bema county was organized in 
1788 from Warren and <ireen,and 
takes its name from its "barrens" or 
prarie lands. 

Clinton county was cut off from 
Wayne and Cumberland counties in 
lKitf, and was named for Gov.

Marion county was formed by cut- 
ting Washington county in two in 
1843, and received its name from 
Gen. Francis Marion, of Revolution- 
ary fame. 

Metcalfe county was made from 
Barren, Green, Adair, Cumberland 
and Monroe, and was named in 
honor of Gov. Thos. Metcalfe, the 
tenth Governor of Kentucky. Gov. 
Metcalfe was a stonemason, and built 
the court house in Greensbuig, Ky., 
in 180«. 

Monroe county was carved from 
Harren and Cumberland in 182(1, and 
was named in honor of James Mon- 
roe, v\ ho had just been re-elected 
President of the United States, re- 
ceiving every vote in the electorial 
college but one. 

Muhlenbuiv county was established 
in 1798, out of parts of Lotfan and 
Christian, and bears the name of 
Gen. Peter Mulilcnbuii:, preacher 
and soldier of the Revolutionary war. 

Nelson was the fourth formed in 
the State, in 1784, and was named in 
honor of Gov. Thomas Nelson, of 
Virginia -one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Simpson county was formed in 
18111 from Logan, Warren and Allen 
counties, and bears the name of Capt. 
John Simpson, of Shelby, who met 
his death at the battle of the river 

Raisin. 

Todd county was established in
